Defining his attitude and that of the city administration in 
atjempting to nullify the franchises of the Light and Development 
Co. and other possible competitors of the Union Electric Co., Mayor 
Kreismann said to a Post-Dispatch reporter Thursday: 

“‘I am opposed to the revival of those ebsolete franchises through 


permits issued by the Board of Public Improvements. 


I hold that 


it is not right to grant such questionable concerns privileges to in- 
terfere with LARGE INTERESTS that are complying with the 
law and paying the city a compensation for their rights. 


“The ordinance under which these old 
franchises were obtained was passed at 
a time .when the theory of such things 
Was quite different from what it is 


now, and when the people were not 
aware of the value of the privileges 
which they were conferring. I don’t 
think that a ad——~d one of those obso-

Clad in borrowed raiment Dingelstedt 
hurried down to Constable Mike Kin- 
ney’s office and announced that he 
would fight in court to recover § his 
clothes on the ground that they were 
worth no more than the amount of 
goods the law exempts from levies when 
the owner is a married man.

- “The company’s application to the 
‘Hoard was in proper form, and the 
work it proposed to do complied with 
the Board’s regulations, but we had 
doubts of the legality of its franchise. 

“Attorneys for the company contend 
that their franchise is valid and oper- 
stive. In that case we can do them no 
injury by refusing a permit, and thus 
occasioning a test in the courts ” 

The West End Light and Power Co., 
which acquired the Browning, King & 
Co. franchise, granted in 1884 and. held 
to be valid by former City Counselor 
Bates and recognized by the Board of 
Public Improvements of the Wells ad- 
mffiistration, applied last winter for a 
permit to erect poles and wires and lay 
conduits.

Con- 
stable Kinney returned it to Dinglestedt 
later, remarking, “I don’t want to de- 
prive you of your luck.” 

Dinglestedt has a wife and child in 
Cincinnati. His attorney, E. A. Noonon 
Jr., says that the wardrobe levied on is 
not worth more than $600 and that the 
fact that there is a Mrs. Dinglestedt en- 
titles her husband to wear the clothes 
and sleep in the pajamas, even though 
he does owe money. 

Dingelstedt told‘/a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that the levy was the climax of 
a business career in St. Louis in which 
he had made and lost a fortune and 
spent money like water.

The Associated Retallers of St. Louis,

The girl seemed 
to have great difficulty In mounting the 
steps. 

She Wanted to Die. 

“I don’t fee] well,”’ she said to Mrs. 
Tucker as she stepped into the door- 
way. She sank to the floor uncon- 
scious. 

A policeman was called, and he had 
the girl taken to the City Hospital, 
where she revived sufficiently to say 
that she had drunk the disinfecting 
fluid because she wanted to die. 

Mrs. Tucker told the police that Rosie 
had said to her frequently that life was 
a burden to her and that her heart was 
almost broken by her disappointment in 
love. She had not collected the $200 
judgment she obtained against Shapiro.

Lad Shot by Policeman After 
He Grabs Package He Be- 
lieves Contains $15,000.

Grossfeldt was threat- 
ened with death if he failed to comply. 

Policemen Watch for Writer. — 

The grocer notified the police and de- 
tectives watched with him on the ap- 
pointed night. A package made up of” 
newspaper clippings was ready. No one 


Threats by telephone followed and the 
frightened grocer again notified the po- 
lice. Another meeting was appointed for 
last night. Policemen were hidden be- 
hind doorways and signs in the vicinity. 
As Grossfeldt approached the place a 
boy stepped out of a doorway and asked: 

“Is this Mr. Grossfeldt?’’ 

The grocer replied in the affirmative 
and the boy snatched the package from 
his hands and, fled. Detective Weinreich, 
who was acioss the street, fired two 
shots. One hit the boy and he fell fa- 
tally wounded. As he lay on the side- 
walk he tried to shoot the detective. 

At the hospital he confessed before he 
died, naming his cousin, Alfred Hasse, 
16 years old, in the plot. Hasse was 
standing near at the time of the shoot- 
ing. He was arrested later. 

Grossfeldt went to the hospital after 
he learned who his victim was. The 
boy heard he was there and sent for 
him. In a feeble voice Brendt said: 

‘Please, Mr. Grossfeldt, forgive me 
and kiss me before I die.” 

Grossfeldt, crying, complied with the 
request, and ia a few minutes Jater the 
boy died.

man whom Diogenes sought with a lan-.

searched through East Athens instead of 
East Alton. 

John Van Preter delivers mail on one 
of the three R. F. D. routes running out 
from East Alton. He makes the daily 
trip in his buggy and gets $67.50 a 
month from Uncle Sam. Next month 
and all the months thereafter, indefi- 
nitely, he might have drawn $72, but 
that would be $4.50 a month more than 
he is entitled to under the rules and 
regulations, and John~ Van Preter ab- 
hors graft and ait that appertains 
thereto. 

Accordingly his salary remain at 
$67.50, no more, no less, and this un- 
attained ideal of Diogenes is content. 

Rural Route Inspector Frank Nevins 
of St. Louis went over to East Alton 
several days ago to resurvey the rural 
routes. It is written in the regulations 
that a route between 18 and 20 miles 
around entitles the carrier to $60 a 
month; between 20 and 22 miles; $67.50, 
and between 22 and 24 miles, $72. 

Inspector Nevins iwneasured Van Pre- 
ter’s route on the county map and found 
it to be slightly more than 22 miles. 


Salary Increase Promised. 


“Your salary will be $72 hereafter,”’ he 
said to Van Preter. 

‘‘Are you sure of your measurement?”’ 
inquired the carrier. 

“Well, the Government is willing to 
abide by the county map,” the inspector 
replied. 

“But I’m not,” protested the Diogenes 
ideal. “You must wait here another 
day while I go over to St. Louis and 
get a cyclometer. I’m going to hitch it 
to my buggy and measure my route ac- 
curately. I think you’re about half a 
mile off.’’ 

“Half a mile more wouldn’t give you 
any further raise than from $67.50 to $72,”’ 
said the inspector. 

‘No, but half a mile less would save 
me from taking $4.50 a month that be- 
longs to the Government,” said Honest 
John, 

Attached a Cyclometer, 

So Van Preter attached and adjust- 
ed a cyclometer and rode his route. He 
might have “fixed” the cyclometer—but 
perish the thought! He might have run 
it up beyond 24 miles by making an ex- 
tra trip to a farmhouse after a drink .of 
buttermilk or to tell the farmer, whose 
mail box was at the roadside a mile 
and a half from the house? that he had 
left a postal] card in his box. 

But John Van ‘Preter will not graft, 
even cyclometrically. He returned to 
the inspector, who awaited him, with 
the cyclometer showing the poor but 
honest record of only 21% miles. 

‘You lose,” said the inspector. 

“No—I'm still drawing my $67.50,” said 
Honest John eerily.

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MINISTER WU’S APPEAL. 

Minister Wu’s appeal to his countrymen to 
give no aid and assistance to th> murderer of 
Elsie Sigel, but to do what they can to procure 
his arrest will produce a good impression on 
Americans and will not be without influence 
among the Chinese resident in the United States. 

The almost universal condemnation of mission- 
ary work among the Chinese by young girls 
should not excite an increasing prejudice against 
that race. The majority of the Chinese who in- 
habit the Chinatowns of large cities are of,the 
lower orders of the people in their own country, 
and do not improve when liberated from the only 
restraints they respect and know how to obey. 
These are the people who run “opium joints,” 
speek to be “converted” by comely white girls and 
give rise to disgraceful sensutions like the Sigel 
case. 

Like all undesirable persons we try to get rid 
of such Chinamen, but the upright and intelli- 
gent workers who come from China should not 
be condemned along with their unworthy coun- 
trymen. ‘They will no doubt be heard from in 
response to Minister Wu's appeal, and will give 
@ good account of themselves. 

In dealing with this question it should not be 

gotten that the chief, if not the“only, obstacle 

an intelligent treatment of the Chinese is the 
extreme difficulty of understanding the Oriéntal 
character, culture, history and condition. They 
differ radically from all Western peoples. It js 
not surprising that their mental habits and char- 
acteristic attitude toward the world baffle our 
powers of comprehension. 

Minister Wu and other eminent Chinese have 
taught the Western worlc that their race is not 
benighted or barbarous. We need not hastily 
conclude from these mission sensations that even 
the worst of the Chinese are any worse than the 
worst of any other race: They are very differ- 
ent; and this fact should give pause to religious 
workers who are -heedlessly sending young girls 
among them. If they are susceptible of conver- 
gion to Christianity let their salvation be under- 
taken by mén and women old enough and know- 
ing enough to take care of theniselves. 
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Twelve persons died in New York Tuesday be- 
cause of the heat. St. Louis had one prostra- 
tion and no fatality. Watch the tale of the heat 
this summer and you will have statistical proof 
that St. Louis is the ideal city to live in, during 
the hot months. . 

OLD DOGBERRY’S TOTEM. 

When gentle Will Shakrpeare made his Dogber- 

ry say “Write me down an ass,” his prophetic 





_ poet-soul then and there established the present- 


@ay Order of Totem-Bearers whose signs are now 
emblazoned, the news reports tell us, on the sta- 
tionery, family plate, lingerie and carriage-panels 
of the swiftest up-to-date chasers of fashion's 
fleeting fads. 

Thus, authoritatively, with the Ass as his 
totem, does old Dogberry take his proud place 
mt the héad of Society's latest procession of 
whimsies. There may be living rivals, the feath- 
@r-headed “chappies” and drawling “girl-floaters” 
of contemporaneous five-o’ciock-teas, who will 
dispute his c.aim of priority in filing the first 
totem-patent outside of Aleska, but Shakspeare 
has placed Dogberry so plainly on record that 
a@hy court in the land would decide in his favor. 
He is the original totem-bearer of the civilized 
world. 

All hail, therefore, to to the ass-totem of the 
Dogberries! It is appropriately in the van of 
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THE SCHEMING RAILROADS. 
The point made clear in the controversy be- 
tween the city and the railroads over the abol- 
ition of the Compton avenue grade crossing 
is that insistence by the city will be met by the 
surrender of the railroads. 
In the face of clearly defined and well under- 
stood principles of law the opposition of the rail- 
roads naturally takes the form of obstructive de- 
vices. In the Compton avenue case the objec- 
tions were characteristic. They included diplo- 
matic dealings with the responsible city offi- 
cials, the offering of a generally comprehensive 
plan of grade abolition, including the vacat- 
ing of 17 acres of streets by the city, a substitute 
method of doing the work and urgent objections 
to the specific plan proposed by both the Schutz 
and the Public Improvement Board bills, _ 

The railroad officials were bound to exhaust 
every device to relieve their companiés of ex- 
pense and gain all poscibie advantages. These 
are the customary mcthods of the shrewd bar- 
gainer. 

How successful’ the bargaining was ldiineines 
clear under examination of the whole situation. 

First—The city is clothed with ample legisla- 
tive and adequate police power to enable it to 
discharge its obligation that the public generally 
shall have the free, equal, unobstructed and safe 
use of the streets of the city. Its legislative as- 
sembly may, of its own motion, originate and 
pass such ordinances ac may be necessary for the 
maintenance, alteration or removal of grade 
crossings, provided such action does not violate 
the charter provision requiring the Board. of 
Public Improvements to prepare and submit or- 
dinances which involve the making of contracts 
and the estimating cost of work. 

Second—The city may not contra¢t away its 
police power and a charter or grant to a corpora- 
tion from the State itself does not inhibit the 
city from exercising this power. 

Third—Councilman Schutz introduced and 
Chairman Drew, of the Railroads Committee re- 
ported favorably a bill to abolish the Comptoa 
avenue crossing by building a viaduct. This 
bill, in which the whole expense of the work was 
to fall on, the railroads, was held back at the re- 
quest of President Reber of the Board of Public 
Improvements. 

Fourth—Negotiations between railroad repre- 
sentatives and city officials—in executive ses- 
sion—were followed’ by the introduction of a bill 
prepared by the Board of Public Improvements. 

Fifth—In this bill the entire expense’ is not 

placed on the railroads. The city is to pay the 
cost of certain real estate to be used for widen- 
ing the street and damages to abutting property. 
The estimated cost is $40,700, but in those fig- 
ures no account is taken of possible damages to 
railroad property affected, including the possi- 
ble removal of an expensive roundhouse. There 
are certain. other omissions such as a specifica- 
tion of width of the viaduct, placed in the Schutz 
bill at 48 feet. The penalties and forfeitures for 
noncompliance with the ordinance are also men- 
tioned as inadequate and no bond for perform- 
ance is exacted. 
St. Louis has expended $1,462,000 for bridging 
Mill Creek Valley, which will be increased $500,- 
000 by the King’s highway bridge. The railroads 
have spent in the same time only about $45,000. 

The city’s unexampled generosity is warrant 
enough for insictence that future expenditures 
be borne by the railroads. But despite the plain 
equities of the case we find the railroads will 
profit by the substitution of the Reber for the 
Schutz bill about as follows: 

1. Forty thousand seven hundred dollars which 
the city- will spend for street improvements and 
estimated damages. . 

2..\n unknown sum in the form of indemnifi- 
cation for damages to railroad property. 

8. An unknow:.. sum measured by the difference 
between a viaduct 48 feet wide specified in the 
Schutz bill and one of any width the railroads 
are pleased to build. 

The railroad repreventatives seem to fave “ob- 
jected” and “negotiated” to some purpose and 
considerable profit. The Schutz bill, not the Re- 
ber bill, should be »assed.

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STOCK JOBBING RUMORS.

Mena who are active in great business affairs 
are objects of special and legitimate interest 
among investors who know that the relaxation 
of their guiding hand may mean a rearrange- 
ment of business and perhaps far-reaching 
changes in corporatinn policy. But in most cases, 
if not all, business me provide against. such con- 
ditions and insure the marke. against sudden and 
undue shock by putting their enterprises in such 
shape that no revolutionary changes‘ will forth- 
with occur.

Hands Rough From Home Work, 

G.—You should in the first place 
' be unsparing in using the scrub- 
bing brush on your’ hands. Scrub 
them in warm water with a pure soap 
and while they are still wet pour 
into the palm of one hand a little gly- 
cerin, rubbing on both hands. Then 
dry with a soft towel. If glycerin 
does not agree with your skin (and 
it is not agreeable to everybody), use 
the cream a formula for which is giv- 
en herewith. You may also put this 
cream on at night, wearing a pair of 
loose gloves to keep it from rubbing 
off. If possible, try and not dip your 
hands into water in which strong 
soaps and washing powders have been 
diluted. Wear rubber gleves if you 
must wring out wash cloths, or use 
mops with long handles. At any 
housefurnishing store you can buy a 
mop wringer. It is never necessary 
to dip your hands in water when 
washing dishes. Better results can 
be obtained from a dish mop than 
from a dish cloth, at any rate. When 
sweeping and dusting, old loose gloves 
may always be worn without hamper- 
ing the wearer in the least. There 
is only one branch of housework 
where the hands must be sacrificed, 
and that is laundry work, but even 
here, if strong soaps and powders are 
avoided and the hands are rubbed 
with a skin food every night the rav- 
ages are not half so noticeable. Here 
is the remedy for chapped ,hands: 
White petrolatum, 3% ounces; para- 
fine wax, % ounce; lanoline, 1 ounce; 
water, 1% ounces; ofl of rose, 3 drops; 
alcohol, % dram. Melt the paraffine 
wax, add the petrolatum and lanagine. 
Stir canstantly, beating the water in, 
during the process. Add the oil and 
alcohol when nearly cold. 

Oatmeal Bags, 
ERA.—Oatmeal, mixed with orris 
reot and almond meal, put into 
wash bags, is delicious to use in the 
bath, making the skin soft and white. 
The bags, of cheesecloth, should be cut 
about four inches square and filled 
loosely with the following mixture: Oat- 
meal, 6 pounds; florentine powdered or- 
ris root, 1 pound; almond megl, 1 pound; 
castile soap, scraped to a powder, % 
pound. 
, To Whiten the Neck. 

R.—If there is a dark streak from 
‘+ a collar, try the formula given 
herewith, or else use the simpler reme- 
dy of either lemon juice, peroxide of hy- 
drogen or pure alcohol, applied with a 
soft cloth. Take fresh strained cucum- 
ber juice, boil it for five minutes, and 
for every five ounces of juice add: Pul- 
verized borax, 175 grains; acetate of 
soda, 90 grains; tincture of quillaja, 2% 
ounces; tincture of benzoin, 4 drams; 
rose water, 1 pint. Mix thoroughly and 
apply two or three times a day until 
the stain is removed.’ 


To Cure Snoring.

very simple method. It almost 
always is the ‘result of breathing 
through the mouth instead of through 
the nose, and the remedy is simply to 
tie up the jaws with a silk handker- 
chief just tightly enough to keep the 
mouth from opening unconsciously. You 
will be obliged then to breathe through 
the nose and it will thus be impossible 
to snore. It {is a very unhealthy habit 
at any rate to sleep with the mouth 
open and one which should be over- 
come for other reasons than snoring.

E..C. Crow Says McKinley 
Lines Have Other Plans, 
Since One Is Halted. 





Nothwithstanding the efforts of the 
$50,000,000 Terminal combine to shut out 
competition, E. C. Crow, attorney for 
the Illinois Traction Co. (the McKinley 
System) tqld a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Thursday that that corporation will find 
a way to enter St. Louis. 

The Terminal Association temporarily 
has halted suits instituted by the Mc- 
Kinley interests before Circuit Judges 
Grimm and Withrow to condemn a 
right of way over the tracks of the Mer- 
chants Bridge Terminal and the Wabash 
at Hall and Salisbury streets. 

It was held by Judges Grimm and 
Withrow that the S8t. Louis Electric 
Co., a subsidiary of the McKinley 
syndicate, being a bridge company, was 
not entitled to the right of eminent 
domain employed by railroad com- 
panies. 

The McKinley interests proposed to 
build a trestle work 22 feet high over 
the Terminal’s tracks. The St. Louis 
judges maintained in effect that a spe- 
cific franchise for this purpose must be 
obtained from the State Legislature. 

“I have nothing to say in regard to 
the decision of Judges Withrow and 
Grimm,” said Mr. Crow. ‘‘However, we 
have more than one plan in view by 
which we hope to get into St. Louis and 
it is the earnest desire of my clients 
that this work shall not be delayed.” 

Same Question at Thebes. 

One of the McKinley system represen- 
tatives pointed out that the same ques- 
tion decided by Judges Grimm and 
Withrow was raised in the case of 
the Thebes Bridge crossing the Missis- 
sippi at Thebes, IIl. 

In that instance the Thebes Bridge 
Co. filed condemnation proceedings 
against property adjacent to the bridge 
which was desired for bridge ap- 
proaches. The property owners resisted 
on the ground that a bridge company 
had no right to condemn private prop- 
erty. 

The Supreme Court decided in favor 
of the bridge company, asserting, ac- 
cording to the Post-Dispatch’s inform- 
ant, that the company’s franchise was 
sufficient authority for its action and 
no special grant Was necessary. 

“The McKinley System,’’ said he, 
‘‘proposes to revolutionize bridge rates 
and that’s one of the reasons why the 
Terminal monopoly objects to us. Our 
franchise forbids that we shall charge 
more for hauling freight across the riv- 
er than for the same distance on land. 
In the case of passengers we wil! charge 
a fare of 5 cents from St. Louis to all 
East Side cities close to St. Louis. 


“The Terminal now charges 25 and 30}, 


cents. The McKinley bridge will have 
@ capacity 30 per cent greater than 
that of any other bridge crossing Ne 
Mississippi.”’ 

The differences between the McKinley 
interests and the Terminal Association 
may have a direct bearing on the free 
bridge, uccording to St. Louis lawyers, 
who have studied the ruling of Judges 
Grimm and Withrow. 

The railroad approaches to the free 
bridge will necessitate crossing the Ter- 
minal tracks at the foot of Chouteau 
avenue. If the Terminal should refuse 
to grant this permission, another seri- 
ous delay, it is argued, might result to 
the free bridge movement, 

The charter and franchises conferred 
on the city of St. Louis to build a free 
bridge are said to be similar in effect 
and purpose to those given by the Gov- 
ernment and the State of Missouri to 
the McKinley system.

East Side Damage Claimant 
Charged With Having Rec- 
ord of Injuries. 





An old injury and a young romance 
appear to be the stock in trade of George 
Ferkel, 25 years old, held under $800 
bond in the Belleville Jail on a warrant 
charging him with attempting to obtain 


$600 from the East St. Louls & Suburban 
Railway Co. by fraud. 

Since Ferkel’s arrest Wednesday he 
has been charged by street railway offi- 
cilals of St. Louis, Cincinnati and De- 
troit with successfully working the same 
plan for which the East St. Louis street 
car company has caused his arrest. 

Last Saturday Ferkel, who lived with 
his sister, Mrs. George Erhardt, at 1721 
Lincoln avenue, East St.. Louis, present- 
ed to H. M. Braun, claim agent of the 
East Side trolley line, a claim for $600, 
alleging that he had fallen from a car 
at Thirteenth street and Lincoln avenue 
the day before and suffered a rupture. 

He stated in his application for settle- 
ment that he was going to be married 
Saturday, June 26, giving this as a rea- 
son why he should receive the money 
promptly. 

Monday his sister, Mrs. Erhardt, called 
at the claim agent's office with a young 
woman who, she said, was to be Ferkel’s 
bride. The name of the bride-to-be was 
not taken. Claim Agent Braun wouid 
like to know who she is. 


Injury Seomed to Be Old. 
The company’s doctor examined Fer- 


kel, discovering a rupture. He report- 
ed that he thought it was on old injury, 
Ferkel appearing to know much more 
about the case than the average lay- 
man knows. 

In the meantime Braun had wired 
Secretary D. K. Davis of the National 
Association of Claim Agents, at Colum- 
bus, for possible information as _ to 
Ferkel. 

Secretary Davis wired back that Fer- 
kel hdd collected $50 from the United 
Reilways Co. of St. Louis, June 10, on 
a similar claim, using *is old injury to 
get the money. This was verified by 
United Railways officials, who admit 
also that they paid Ferkel $25, two years 
ago for an alleged injury, and that five 
years ago they paid him $250 for an 
actual rupture which he received in a 
street car accident on Broadway. 

Planzmed Wedding Before, 


Two years ago, according to the 
statement of a United Railways official, 
Ferkel turned up with his old injury 
and a young woman named Tillie De 
Mache, who was going to be married 
to Ferkel right away. That was the 
time Ferkel got $25 as a wedding pres- 
ent from the United Railways. 


over the address of this young woman 
to the company’s counsel, Morton Jour- 
dan, with instructions to prosecute Fer- 
kel and use Miss De Mache, if found, 
as a witness. 

It is not known elther in St. Louis 
or in East St. Louis Whether’ the 
same bride-to-be was used in both cit- 
ies, but the claim agents each allege 
that the same old injury was used. 

Claim Agent Braun received a tele- 
fram from Claim Agent Robertson of 
the Cincinnati trolley line: 

“Don’t pay that claim; wait till you 
hear from me.”’ 


Collected in Cincinnati. 
A letter followed, stating that Ferkel 


had collected $20 from the Cincinnati 
line for an alleged injury June 7. A 
Detroit claim agent alleged a similar 
settlement. 

Ferkel waived preliminary hearing 
and was bound over Thursday by 
Justice Wangelin of Belleville. 

The young woman who was repre- 
sented as his fiancee in Past St. Louis 
told Claim Agent Braun she lived on 
Morgan street or Morganford Road, 
in St. Louis, Braun is not sure which.

T icici Feed Vi Wire While at 
Work—Fifth Similar Death 
in Same Locality. 


In swinging around a pole on which 
he was placing a cross-arm, Andrew 
Dickson, 38 years old, a repair foreman 
tor the Union Electric Light and Power 
Co., touched a feed wire charged with 
2200 volts of electricity and was killed, 
on Euclid avenue, between Laclede ave- 
mune and Forest Park boulevard, 
Wednesday afternoon. 

Dickson called to two assistants, 
Thomas Carter and John Munert, and 
Munert started up the pole as Dickson 
swung around it. He climbed up to 
where his foreman hung rigidly against 
the live wires and endeavored to kick 
Tickson’s feet away from the wires. 
As he did so Dic«son’s hold relaxed 
and he fell to the sidewalk. 

Nearly every bone in the man’s body 
was broken, but it is believed that he 
was dead when he fell from the pole.

DRIFTED AS DERELICT 


Used All Sorts of Poisons in 
Dozen Unsuccessful 
Attempts.

Mary. Kenyon’s thirteenth attempt at’ 
suicide was successful, Wednesday 
night. and the ‘Suicide Queen” of the 
Carr Street Police District is dead. 
Laudanum was the means of her exit 
from the world. She died in the recep- 
tion room at the City Hospital. 
-About 8:30 p. m. the woman met Pa- 
trolman Kane at Thirteenth street and 
Franklin.avenue and told him she had 
taken laudanum. 

“I guess you're bluffing again,” 
the officer. 

“You'll soon find I'm not,” she replied. 

Kane took her. to the station, where 
presently she began to get drowsy. She 
was placed in an ambulance and lost 
consciousness on the way to the hospi- 
tal. 

The woman was 4 years old and had 
no home. She was booked at the hos- 


pital as Mary Kenyon and was known 
also as Mary Killian. The Carr Street 
District police knew her as Mary Ken- 
‘yon, who has slept at the statien many 
times during the past year or two, 
sometimes as a prisoner and again as a 
charity guest. 

The police say they have records of 
13 attempts at suicide on her part, in- 
cluding the final one. Her life was 
saved each time only by prompt mea- 
sures of tlie City Hospital. 


Dectors Noe Startled. 


“Yt had become almost a habit for 
Mary to try to kill herself. The police 
and the hospital doctors long ago 
ceased to be startled when she was 
brought in apparently dying, or when 
she made an attempt to kill herself 
while confined either in the station or 
the hospital. 

Mary tried all sorts of poisons and 
several sorts of hanging methods. She 
never used a revolver, not having the 
means to purchase one. Drink and long. 
separation from home and friends had 
made her a confirmed victim of melan- 
cholia. She had lost all traces of vi- 
vacity and had become a drifting dere- 
lict. 

Of her recorded attempts 
the earliest is that of Oct. 6 last, when 
she was found at Twenty-first and 
O’Fallen streets suffering from morphine 
poisoning. Title stomach pump at the 
City Hospital saved her. 


Took “Rough on Rats.” 


She took ‘‘Rough on Rats’”’ Nov. 4 and 
was picked up at Twentieth and Biddle 
streets.

Station she tore her skirt into strips; 
made a rope and hanged herself to the 
bars. 

The improvised rope broke and she 
fell, her head striking the bench. A 
bad cut over the left eye was patched 
up at the City Hospital. 


Tried Electrocution. 


The woman was in the Carr Street 
Station again Jan. 22, when she threw 
her tin cup at the electric light globe, 
in the hope, she told the officers, that 
she could electrecute herself in that 
way. 

She was transferred to the Dayton 
Street Station, and on the way she tried 
to choke herself te death. Patrelman 
Leuck, who prevented her, was bitten 
on the hand by the frenzied woman. 

Mary lay down on the car tracks in 
front of 1212 North Jefferson avenue 
June 8 and was about to be run over 
when a policeman snatched her from 
the rails. 

She was sent to the observation 
ward in the City Hospital, where she 
wound the sheet about her neck and 
tried to .hang herself. When found, 
she was climbing up the window bars 
of her cell, hand over hand, te attach 
the sheet te the upper bars. 

According to hospital records, Mary 
Kenyon’s last known place of abode 
was at 2104 Franklin avenué. She 
seems to have lived there for a brief 
time up to last January.
